A naval lieutenant of the Spanish cruiser 
Alfonso XII, the Spanish flagship, visited 
the Maine early in the afternoon, as did 
also the officer of the German cruiser 
Gneisenau, the schoolship. 

Both visits were returned by Captain 
BSigshee, who at 6 o'clock ca!led upon Rear 
Admiral Vicente Monteroia, at the admiraity 
office and upon Vice Admiral Pastor, after 
which he had a long conference with Consul 
General Lee. 

The officers and sailors of the Maine will 
not go ashore at present, in order to avoid 
possible friction.

The Spanish forces under the command 
of Colonel Rubin, it is announced at Span- 
ish headquarters, recentiy landed on the 
coast near Trinidad to recoinnoiter the 
river Monose and dislodged an insurgent 
force from an intrenched position which 
the latter oceupied. The Spanish forces 
are announced to have had a major, a 
captain, a doctor and ~two_ socdiers 
wounded.

Ten republican dele- 
gates from Baltimore city and Senator 
Westcott, of Kent county, however, re- 
fused to take any part in the caucus er to 
consider themselves bourd by it, and up to 
the hour of noon today, when the ballot 
was resumed, no one not in their counsels 
knew how they meant to vote, but it was 
generally thought they would stick to Shaw 
to the end, thereby creating a deadlock. It 
was therefor with the most intense interest 
that the balloting was watched, and when

SENATORS USE WARM 
WORDS IN DEBATE 
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Teller’s Resolution Causes Interchange 
of Sharp Sayings on the Floor. 


BOTH SIDES IN EARNEST 


Author of the Measure Advocates Its 
Passage in Strong Speech. 


SENATOR ALLISON OPENS THE DISCUSSION 


Tillman Throws Some Pertinent In- 
quiries at the Speakers—Other 
Members Talk. 


Washington, January 25.—Today’s sess'on 
of the senate was characterized by a heat- 
ed, almost acrimonious discussion of the 
financial question. For nearly four hours 
the Teller resolution was under considera- 
tion, the principal speeches being made 
by Mr. Allison. of Iowa; Mr. Berry, of 
Arkansas, and Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts. 

The sharpest colloquy was at times in- 
dulged in between the advocates and the 
opponents of the resolution, the debate 
often approaching bitterness. 

The feature of tne discussion was a speech 
made by Mr. Teller, the author of the res- 
olution, 

In response to an inguiry by Mr. Spoon- 
er Mr. Vest admitted that he thought the 
system of coinage referred to in the resolu; 
tion meant the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver, that admission apparently giving 
satisfaction to the opponents of the meas- 
ure. 

Mr. Quay secured the passage of a Dill 
to indemnify the state of Pennsylvania for 
money expended in 1864 for militia called 
into military service by the government. 
The amount involved is $46,000. 

Mr. Quay also reported the army ap- 
propriation bill. 

Mr. Butler, of North Carolina, offered 
an amendment to the postoffice appropria- 
tion bill providing for an extension of the 
experiment of rural free delivery to every 
otate and territory of the union and to 
as many sections of those states and ter- 
ritories as possible. Mr. Butler said the 
amendment had been drawn after full con- 
Sultation with the postmaster general. 

Mr. Perkins, of California, called up the 
pension appropriation bill. The amendment 
proposed by Mr. Allen, providing that the 
lowest pension paid by the government be 
$8 a month, was ruled out of order and the 
bill was then passed.

Mr. Allison reviewed the history of the 
Stanley-Matthews resoiution, maintaining 
that its passage at that time was not in 
opposition to public interest or in deroga- 
tion of the rights of the public creditors.

SHAW, OF IOWA, SPEAKS FOR AN HOUR 


Gold Standard and the Redemption 
of Greenbacks Are Topics for 
Speeches. 


Indianapolis, Ind., January 25—Sour hun- 
dred delegates were present at the Grand 
opera house today when Chairman Hanna, 
of the executive committee, called the mon- 
etary convention to omler. This was an 
increase of one hundred over the number 
of delegates that attended the first In- 
dianapolis convention af a year ago and 
it Was regarded as indicative of the interest

ment for a reform of the currency laws. 

The hall presented the appearance of a 
national convention of ane of the two 
great political parties, the various dele-

ing the names of the'r varleus states. The 
| private boxes were filed with handsomely 


being ind’cated by standards bear- 


dressed ladies, representing the wealth and 
culture of Indianapolis, and the hall was 
tastefully decorated with the national col- 
ors. 

Two governors—Governor Mount, of In- 
diana, and Governor Shaw, of lowa—were 
the speakers at the afternoon. sess'on. 

Governor Mount delivered the speech of 
welcome and Governor Shaw spoke for 
more than an hour on the gold standar 


and the redemption of the greenbacks. His 
homely and forcible comparison of our 
financial syetem with the gradual growth 
of a ploneer’s home, with the gradual ad- 
dition of ‘“‘lean-tos” and thatch roofs, 
which ought to be replaced in our more 
asivanced condition by a new structure 
upon firm foundations and of harmonious 
architecture, caught the audience with 
great effect and brought forth round after 
round of applause. He spoke to an audi- 
ence of substantial business men who thor- 
oughly appreciated his argument for an 
elastic currency based upon commercial 
assets. The delegates, as Governor Shaw 
suggested, did not include many bankers, 
but included many men of large affairs and 
some of national prominence. 

Among those who arrived just before the 
convention met this afternoon was General 
Simon B. Buckner of Kentucky, the gold 
democratic candidate for vice president two 
years ago. 

lowa vied with Indiana for the honor 
of the largest delegation on the floor and 
they made an impressive appearance when 
they arose en masse to cheer Governor 
Shaw. There were about sixty in the Iowa 
deiegation and there were also strong dele- 
gations from Wisconsin, Michigan, Illinois 
and Qhio. 

New York was represented altogether by 
a score of its most prominent business men 
and many dispatches came from boards 
of trade in New York and New Jersey 
which were not able to send delegates, 
promising their cordial support. 

Delegations were also present from. Con-: 
necticut, Virginia, North Carolina, Arkan- 
sas, Georgia, Tennessee, Kentucky, M:ssou- 
ri and Maryland. 

It was 3 o'clock when H. H. Hanna, of In- 
dianapolis, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee, called the convention to order. He 
introduced the Rev. M, L. Haines, of this 
city, who offered a brief prayer, at the 
conclus.on of which Mr. Hanna arose to 
introduce Governor Mount, of Indlana, who 
was to deliver the address of welcome. As 
Mr. Hanna stepped forward to the front of 
the platform he was greeted by a burst of 
applause, which continued for a full min- 
ute and which ceased only when it was ob- 
vious that the recipient was embarraesed 
by this cordial tribute to his personal popu- 
larity. 3 

Governor Mount spoke briefly. His speech 
was appropriate to the occasion and was 
an earnest plea for the maintenance of the 
gold standard. He showed that Thomas 
Jefferson, the founder of the democratic 
party, held stoutly to the belief that the 
legal ratio of coinage ehould conform to 
the mercantile ratio of the metals, and he 
queried in this connection how this attitude 
would compare with modern SBryanism, 
which insists upon 16 to 1 as the legal 
ratio. while the commercial ratio is 3% to 
l. He quoted the former secretary of the 
treasury, John G. Carlisle, as maintaining 
that there was not a free coinage country 
in the world today that tis not on a silver 
basis; that there is not a silver standard 
country in the world today that uses any 
go'd as money along with ellver; that there 
is nota gold standard country in the world 
today that does not use both gold and sil- 
ver. and that there ia not a silver standard 
country today that has more than one-third 
as much money in cireulation per capita as 
the United States. He pictured the disaa- 
trous results _which wouk? follow from the 
free coinage of silver In this country, and 
asserted capital would seek invep*- 
ment in this country only when assured of

Governor Shaw’s Speech. 


The following is an abstract of Governor 
Shaw’s address: 

“I believe, gentlemen, you represent today 
the non-partisan purpose as weil as the 
finaneia!l sentiment of a very large mafori- 
ty of the American people. Every time 
the question has been voted upon they have 
deciared for sound money and national 
honor. Back in the seventies the repudla- 
tion of both public and private debts was 
| proposed and openly advocated. Those who 

espoused the cause ins sted that the most 
|} sacred obligations could be discharged by 
| the unlimited issue of redeemable paper 
} currency, as Zach Chandler expressed it in 

tne last speech of his life—‘a currency pay- 
ble to no one, at no place and never.’ The 
| issue was taken to the polis and by an 
| overwhelming majority repudiation was re- 
pud ated.” 

Hiere the speaker reviewed the history 
of the greenback movement. He sald its 
adherents were never victorious in a single 
state or congressional district, except as 
the result of fusion with one or the other 
ieading parties. The people favored resump- 
tion of specie payment, even pend'ng the 
enactment therefor of 1875 and after the 
cdemonetization of silver. 
| Governor Shaw said he did not wish to be 
| understood az charging those who advocat- 
ed the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
with gold of 16 to 1 with dishonesty: he 
preferred to regard them as entitled to 
forgiveness, for certainly they knew not 
what they did. Nevertheless. in no unmis- 
takable terms, it was their avowed in- 
tention to provide for the discharge of all 
existing i abilities, pubBlie and private. with 
a silver dollar, or its equivalent, intrinsica!- 
ly worth but per cent of the dollar of 
the money current at the time the obliga- 
tions were incurred. It was the boast of 
the advocates of the measure that this in- 
ferior coin should be in no manner or 
form redeemable, exchangeable or convert- 
ible at par into any other coin or form 
of money intr nsically worth more. A c 
dollar was the battle cry of the cited 
forces. 

They failed, he said to note the 
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“Nevertheless,” said the speaker, “by a 
popular majority of over a million the 
country again declared, even amid the 
most depressing conditions, that neither 
total nor partial repudiation found audi- 
ence In the American heart and mind. Our 
peopie are honest and they are wiser than 
man suppose. The safety of § re- 
publican givernment was never so clearly 
demonstrated as on November 3, — 1896. 
Either the verdict rendered on that day de- 
termined that the value of the United 
States dollar shall be and remain in both 
debt-paying and purchasing power the 
equivalent of 25.8 grains of standard gold, 
or that election determined nothing. 

“What remains to be done? The people 
have a right to expect something. They 
went to the extreme limit of thefr oppor- 
tunity in demanding security against 
financial depression, commercial upheavals 
and industrial agitation. In view of the 
oft repeated declaration for national honor 
and the payment and discharge of every 
obligation, public and private, in a cur- 
rency equivalent to gold, it remains for 
the law-making power to spread the yer- 
dict of 1896 of record, to render judgment 
in accordance therewith and to make the 
decree perpetual. A failure so to do will 
endanger every interest, every industry, 
every enterprise and make possibie a nanic 
of such cyclonic force and widespread ex- 
tent as to render what we have seen, in 
comparison, but a summer's zephyr. 

‘We must have a paper currency, I be- 
lfeve the country at large, without regard 
to party. agrees to this proposition. We 
must have a paper currency, and of suffi- 
cient volume for the needs of a great and 

rosperous people, with many and varied 
nterests. Those who believe in the prin- 
ciples indorsed at the polls in 1896, to- 
gether with those who accept the verdict 
then rendered as of binding force, agree 
that every dollar of paper currency must 
be redeemable, directly or indirectly, ex- 
changeable or convertible, at _par for gotd. 
The value of every dollar of the United 
coin or paper 


States money, whether of 

currency, must be the equivalent of 25.8 
grains of standard gold. The gold coin 
must be the touchstone, the test, the 


measure of value of every dollar, by whom- 
soever issued. or howsoever expressed. 
This paper currency, the volume of which 
must be co-extensive with the needs of 
the country. should all he issued by the 
government or by the banks. The time 
has passed by when the government should 
issue a part of the paper currency (other 
than coin certificates) and the banks 4 
art. 
PeThis currency must be elastic. There 
will be no more half-bushels needed in the 
eouth on thrashing day than will be needed 
seeding day. The same thing is true of the 
east and the west and the Pacific slope. 
The monetary system that shal! stand the 
test of all time must be automatic in its 
overations. Wherever the demand exists 
there the currency must spring up in vol- 
ume sufficient to meet the requirements o! 
trade and commerce. This can be accom- 


plished only by clothing the banks with 
power to issue. Then a small] tax should 
be levied upon the circulation to protect 
against dangerous inflation beyond the 
needs of the country and to insure con- 


traction when the demand ceases. 

“The government cannot provide ans 
euch automatic safety valves to regulate 
its own issue. Every financia!-polltics. 
agitation engenders a mania on the part 0 
the people for hoarding and every manifes- 
tation of a disposition to hoard produces a 
political agitation along financial lines. 
very agitation in turn paralyzes com. 
merce and tends to throw tne balance oO 
trade against us. This. in turn. depletes 
ovr stock of rold, and this again intensifies 
all other evils. All these tendencies | are 
likely to hecome enidemic and are se dom 
understood or attributed to the inciting 
erause. Thea most unfortunate phase of it 
all is the fact that the government : is 
nowerless to relieve. Tt cannot replenish its

MILL MEN OUT WAGES. 


But Dividends Are Declared Just the 
Same in the East. 

Boston, January 25.—With increasing dis- 
content and unrest among the operatives at 
Fall River, with increasing  privations 
among the strikers and the increase of 
calls for city aid at New Bedford and the 
announcement of a 5 per cent semi-annual 
dividend in the Pepperell mills and 3 per 
cent annual dividend at Laconia mills, both 
at Biddeford, where there are strikes, the 
prospects are far from good for a settle- 
ment of the labor troubles in New England 
this week. | 

The new ‘turn of affairs today was not 
in Massachusetts. It was in Rhode Island, 
at the Centreville cotton mill. where a 
rew strike was reported by 125 weavers 
quitting work on the claim that their cut 
averaged 16 per cent. It was also announced 
that a bill would be introduced in the gen- 
eral assembly to investigate the textilé con- 
ditions in that state. 3 

In Maine all was quiet. In New Bedford 
an unsupported rumor was current that’one 
mill would break its agreement and re- 
store ‘the old wage scale. 

The strike aid promised seems quite sub- 
stantial, judging from reports given out 
today. The interest of citizens at large to 
end the strike by asking the mill man- 
agement to take down their notices and 
curtail production has been rebuked by a 
positive refusal. In other mill centers there 
is no change.

APOLOGY QUICKLY FOLLOWS THE OFFENSE 


Discussion Shows the Administration 
Men Wedded to the Single 
Standard Idea, 


Washington, January 25.—(Special.)—The 
debate in the senate over the Teller reso- 
lutions has become highly interesting. To- 
day it was enlivened by a rather sensational 
episode in which Senators Teller and Fair- 
banks were the chief figures. Senator Tel- 
ler, was making an impassioned argument 
in favor of the adoption of the resolutions, 
and had submitted to a number of inter- 
ruptiors. Right at a point where he was 
epeaking with the greatest intensity, Sena- 
tor Fairbanks persisted in interrupting 
him. 

The result was a dramatic scene. 
his fist upraised, Teller cried out: 

“Sit down, sir; sit down.,’’ 

It was a decided breach of the etiquette 
of the chamber, where a senator is sup- 
posed to submit to any number of inter- 
ruptions without murmur, and coming from 
Senator Teller, it gave a shock to that 
sedate body, for Senator Teller is a man 
who seldom allows himself to forget the 
amenities. 

Almost immediately he apologized to the 
senator from Indiana, and the ruffles on the 
senatorial sea became smooth again so far 
as the surface indications go. 

The fact is, there is deep perturbation 
on the republican side over the Teller reso- 
lutions. Senator Lodge added greatly to 
the discomfort of his colleagues today 
when he submitted an amendment to the 
Teller resolutions declaring in express 
terms that the bonds of the United States, 
principal and interest, are payable in gold. 
The full text of Senator Lodge’s resolu- 
tion is as follows: 

“That all the bonds of the United States 
issued or authorized to be issued under the 
said acts of congress are payable, princi- 
pal and interest, in gold coin or its equiv- 
alent; and that any other payment without 
the consent of the creditor would be in vi- 
olation of the public faith and in deroga- 
tion of his rights.”’ 

This upsets the whole plan of the repub- 
lican campaign against the Teller resolu- 
tions. That was clearly outiined in Senator 
Allison’s speech today and consjsts in the 
contention that there is no need for the 
passage of the resolutions declaring that 
the coin bonds are payable, principal and 
interest, in silver at the option of the gov- 
ernment for the reason that that option 
now exists; in other words, that the resolu- 
tion would be simply stating the existing 
conditions. 

But now comes Mr. Lodge, the scholar 
in politics, to upset all the republican cal- 
culations. He would make them go direct- 
ly and distinctly on record as declaring 
that these coin bonds musi be paid in gold 
and that the bondholders have the right 
to demand gold for them and get it. Jt is 
the most distinct declaration of a repub- 
lican policy of putting this country abso- 
lutely on the single gold standard that we 
have had except that of Secretary Gage. 

For the republicans ta adopt that will 
mean the throwing off of that mask they 
ire endeavoring to wear and some of them, 
at leaat, cannot afford to vote for it. They 
are pouring some hot criticisms into the 
senator from Massachusetts for precipitat- 
ing this phase of the question. 

But this is not the only phase of the 
financial controversy that is troubling the 
republicans. 

The’ feeling against Secretary Gage 
among the western republican senators, 
who are bitterly opposed to his financial 
policy, appears to be growing stronger. It 
has been intensified since the president 
named a successor to Mr. Preston, the di- 
rector of the mint, and as that was vir- 
tually a removal it is freely predicted at 
the capital that many weeks will elapse 
before there is a new secretary. 

Had Mr. Gage retired it is the opinion 
of most of the western republicans that the 
Teller resolution would -not have been 
pressed, nor would Mr. Wolcott have been 
compelled to attack so vigorously the sec- 
retary and others connected with the ad- 
ministration for their alleged efforts to 
have the world believe that the republican 
leaders were not sincere when they adopt- 
ed the money plank of the St. Louis plat- 
form. * 

Whether true or not, a report is in cir¢u- 
lation that the relations between Secretary 
Gage and the republican senators opposed 
to the single gold standard have become 
60 strained that Mr. Gage has indicated his 
intention of soon ceasing to be a member of 
the cabinet. 

The senators who demand that he shall 
retire are understood to be daily complain- 
ing to the president that they cannot be ex- 
peeted to uphold the ad@ministration if the 
financial policy is to be one antagonistic 
to the wishes of their constituents. 

Alabama Republicans Quarreling. 

The fight on between the factions of Ala- 
bama republicans is consuming considera- 
ble senatorial time these days. The repub- 
lican brethren of Georgia’s sister state are 
widely split and there seems nothing too 
Severe for the leaders of one faction to say 
of those in the other. 

Today the senate judiciary committee de- 
cided, after a hard fight, to give a favor- 
able report on Lee Bryan, nominated as 
marshal for the Middle district. There may 
be a minority report, for there are some 
pretty juicy charges against Bryan, but he 
wil] win. 

A sub-committee, consisting of Senators 
Pettit and Hoar, devoted much time to 
hearing evidence bearing on the charges 
against Simmons, the nominee for marshal 
in the Southern district. There fs some evi- 
dence of a @amaging character against 
Simmons.

Storm So Great That Trains Plunge 
Into Each Other Unseen. 3 


ALL TRAVEL IS BROUGHT TO A STANDSTILL 


Blizzard Is the Worst That Has Been 
Knowry in the West in Many 
Years. )

Chicago, January 25.—A blinding snow 
storm, accompanied by a sixty-mile wind, 
which raged all @ay, did considerable dam- 
age in the city, made trouble for the street 
car companies and the railroads and caused 
the loss of one life. 

Carlos Munchy, a laborer, while repairing 
the top of a ninety-foot tower, was blown 
to the ground and instantly killed. 

Suburban railways as well as street rail- 
ways were delayed, some of them four 
hours. Many of the trains from outside 
points were snowbound, and all were be- 
hind schedule time. Trains from the west 
and southwest encountered the most trying 
obstacles, as their route was directly 
through the path of the storm. 

In the city the snow was at times so 
thick and was hurled through the streets 
in such floods by the strong wind that it 
was impossible for teamsters and gripmen 


to see ahead of them, and as a result there 


were a number of accidents in which peo- 
ple were slightly injured. 

Owing to the storm this afternoon two 
Illinois Central. trains came into collision 
near Dubuque, resulting in the death of the 
fireman, Ellis Sweet, and the fatal injury of 
Engineer Harvey and Postal Clerk McDuff. 

Reports from Iowa, Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin show that a blizzard has prevailed in 
portions of those states today more disas- 
trous in its consequence “than any storm 
for many years. 

Snow has fallen to the depth of a foot or 
more, which, driven by a gale, has drifted 
badly, causing blockades to railroads, the 
stalling or abandonment of both passenger 
and freight trains, stoppage of street car 
traffic, paralysis of telegraph and tele- 
phone wires, electric and fire alarm wires, 
the blockading of country highways, ren- 
dering the rural inhabitants snowbound, 
and, in fact, the practical cessation of bus- 
iness in general at many points. 

Tonight the mercury is fast approaching 
the zero mark, and stock wil suffer se 
verely. 


CHIEF CLERK GOES ON STAND. 


‘Inside Light Thrown on the Conduct 


of Captain Carter. 


Savannah, Ga., January 2%.—The rumors 
that have been connected with the trial of 
Captain O. M. Carter by court martial for 
some time received confirmation § this 
morning. J. W. © Sterly, Captain Car- 
ter’s chief clerk, was placed on the stand 
and testified that {n August, 189, Captain 
Carter went to Canada and instructed him 
to address him under the assumed name of 
Cc. O. Montgomery. The witness did as re- 
quested. 

Much of the evidence this morning was of 
a documentary nature, but was quite in- 
teresting. It was shown that when send- 
ing out specifications to prospective bid- 
ders for the Cumberland sound improve- 
ments, Captain Carter, in some instances, 
only sent one copy, when he should have 
forwarded three to all parties.

Annual Convention. 


PRESIDENT MAKES ADDRESS 


Head of Society Favors the Proposed 
National Bankruptcy Law. 


ATLANTIAN MAKES AN INTERESTING REPORT 


Two Hundred and Fifty Prominent 
Merchants from All: Sections 
\ Are in Attendance. 


New York, January 25.--The third annual 
convention of the National Association of 
Manufacturers began in the Masonic tem- 
ple, this city, today. About 250 prominent 
merchants from ‘all parts of the country 
Were present at the morning session, at 
which Theodore C. Search, of Philadelpnia, 
presided. ° 

The convention will close with a banquet 
on Thursday, at which President McKinley 


will speak. 

In his annual report President Search de- 
clared that during the past twelve months 
the industrials of the United States had 
progressed from léng continued dullness 
and stagnation into pronounced activity. 
He claimed that the National Association 
of Manufacturers had a large share in the 
credit for this expansion of trade. He de- 
clared one of the greatest problems still to 
be settled was the shipping question, and 
advocated a liberal policy on the part of 
the government to encourage American 
shipbuilding. Mr. Search referred to tne 
benefits which would accrue to the United 
States by the completion of the Nicaragua 
canal. He advocated the creation of a 
federal department of commerce and in- 
dustry, and the enactment of reciprocical 
trade treaties. He highly commended the 
system of establishing sample warehouses 
in foreign countries. *The proposed 
national bankruptcy law now before con- 
gress had, Mr. Search said, the strong sup- 
port of his association. He deprecated the 
increasing tendency on the part of state 
legislatures to impose special taxes upon 
foreign corporations. 

The report of T. H. Martin, of Atlanta, 
Ga., commissioner of the association to 
Mexico, was read. Mr. Martin stated he 
was courteouslv received by President Diaz 
and was confident a proposition to estab- 
lish a sample warehouse of American goods 
in the’ City of Mexico would be promptly 
accepted by. the Mexican government. Mr. 
Martin stated that if the United States 
could continue the present ratio of gain in 
trade with Mexico for the next three years 
it could easily contro! the trade of that 
country thereafter, but that the present 
was a crucial period in which European 
competition was doing its utmost to win. 
He recommended that the association re- 
quest the state department to undertake 
negotiations for a reciprocity treaty with 
Mexico. 

The committee on weights and measures 
recommended the adoption of the metric 
system of weights and meesures as the 
legal system of the United States to eome 
into force January 1, 1991. 

The report of the committee on commerce 
and industry dealt almost exclusively with 
the work done toward promoting the crea- 
tion of t8é4é national department: of com- 
merce and industry and the necessity for 
the existence of such an institution. 

The committee on transportation ‘recom- 
mended that the intcrstate commerce luw 
be amended to include a provision for a 
wniform national clarsification to invest 
the interstate commerce commission with 
such power as will prevent unjust discrim!- 
nation and extortion in transportation 
Charges: to repeal the fifth clause of the 
present act and to substitute an amend- 
ment that will provide that rate agrnae- 
ments, whether they provide for division of 
earnings or not, shall be enforceable 
through the comm'sseion and the courts, 
and the adoption of the anti-scalsere’ bill. 

Secretary E. P. Wilson. of Cincinnati. 
submitted his annual report. This showed a 
gain of 644 members during the past vear. 

The report of Treasurer Robert Laidlaw, 
of Cincinnat!. showed total receipts $39,767, 
(isbursemente £7,191, leaving a balance for 
the year of $2,576.

YET IMPOSSIBLE 


Careful Investigation May Show the 
Death List Greater Than Now ~ 
| Supposed. 


Spokane, Wash., January 25.—Eight lives 
and probably nine were lost last night in 
the fire in the Great Pastern block. 

They were:

Nebraska City, 
Neb., who fell in descending from the fifth 
story; died at the hospital th!s morning. 

W. B. GORDAW, a mining engineer and 
expert. 

MRS. CORA PETERS. 

ETHEL PETERS, 

ALMA PPETIPRS, daughters of Mrs. 
Peters, aged nine, and seven respectively. 

It is also thought that Mrs. Peters’s 
son Charles, aged twelve years, perished, 
but there are reports that he was saved 
and taken into the country by relatives. 

Mrs. Davies was living at her daughter’s, 
Mrs. J. L. Ptonger. They had rooms on 
the fourth floor and were cut off from the 
stairway and fire escape. The firemen fail- 
ed in their efforts to lift ladders to the 
fifth story owing to a tangle of electric 
light and telephone wires. Mr. Pronger 
caught two large wires running up the 
outer wall of the building. He crawled 
down these to the fourth story and n- 
aged to catch the top of the ewaying lad- 
der. He descended to the ground and was 
followed back up the ladder by a fireman 
carrying a light ladder on his shoulder. 
This was connected to the large ladder. 
Mrs. Pronger caught it and made it fast 
to the other end and she descended in 
safety.

THE TRIAL OF BRIDGES. 


The Ex-County School Commissioner 
of Floyd Again Faces a Jury. 
Rome, Ga., January 25.—(Special.)—The 
Bridges embezzlement case opened this 
morning with a red-hot sensation and bids 
fair-to furnish a very lively topic of inter- 

est for several days to come, 

The first motion was by the defense 
asking for a continuance upon the ground 
that the full decision had not been received 
from the supreme court relative to the 
reversal of the former case. This was 
overruled and after a little more skirmish- 
ing the lawyers got down to business. 

The Sensation of the Day. 

Immediately after this came the big sen- 
gation of the day. 

Judge Joel Branham, one of the counsel 
for the defense, arose and asked the court 
to compel Judge George Harris to give the 
names of those persons who had employed 
him to prosecute Bridges. Judge Branham 
insisted that it Was necessary for the de- 
fense to possess this information for the 
reason that Judge Harris’s clients might 
be relatives of some of the witnesses in 
the case and that without this knowledge 
the defense would be handicapped in cross- 
examination of state’s witnesses. 

Judge Branham said that it was reported 
that Judge Harris was voluntary counsel 
against Bridges and that the defense was 
entitled to the information. 

Judge-Harris, who is judge of the city 
court of Rome, and who has been very 
active in the prosecution of Bridges, ob- 
jected to the motion but said that he was 
willing fo give the names privately to 
Bridges’s counsel, 

Judge Branham insisted upon a public 
disclosure and Judge Henry, who was pre- 
siding, sustained him. 

Judge Branham then asked Judge Harris 


who had employed him. Judge Harris re- | 


plied that Mr. J. A. Harris has requested 
him to appear for the prosecution, but ad- 
mitted that he would get no fee from him. 
He also stated that Mr. Denny, of the 
board of education, had also employed him. 
“Was not your employment by Mr. Den- 
my after the motion was made to compel 
you to tell,”" thundered Judge Branham.

ABUSE OF THE PENSION ROLL. 


A Warm Exposure of Certain Crooked 
Methods. 

Dahlonega, Ga., January 25.—(Special.)— 
The Nugget, of this city, is doing good 
work in disposing the abuses of the pension 
rolls. 

In its current {ssue The Nugget has this 
to say: 

New pension ctalms are still being made 
out ‘by the ordinary, and if they all draw 
Lumpkin county will have quite a good 
sized army of pensioners. One applied last 
week who is known to have kUiled one 
man during the war. He tracked his man 
up in the snow and when he found him 
pulled down with his gun and killed him, 
and now he wants a pension for it. The 
man that this ‘veteran’ killed is a relative 
to one of the physicians who examined 
the applicant the other day, and we don’t 
expect the physician made a very favora- 
ble report for the o!d man. We wouldn't 
have done so. In this county the men that 
went to the front and faced the cannons 
and musketry get the fewest pensions, They 
fare the ones that fought for what they 
beileved to be right and are the ones that 
should be rewarded. But as it is, their lit- 
tle effects are taxed [n many instances to 
raise money to pay these fellows that never 
shouldered a gun in defense of ‘their cour~ 
try, but stood in the backgréund where 
there was no danger pretending to be taking 
care of the women and ehildren, when 
really they were tending to some little mill 
that ground about a peck of ccrn a day to 
keep from going to the front.” 


AUGUSTA’S POSTOFFICE MUDDLE. 


It Is a Toss-Up Between Smythe and 
Stallings for the Plum. 

Augusta, Ga., January 25°—(Special.)—The 
local republicans are greatly excited over 
the postoffice appointment. As long as 
Judson Lyons was in the race, the party 
organization was behind him, but now that 
he has withdrawn from the field and called 
upon them to indorse somebody else, they 
have split between Smythe and Stallings. 

From a party standpoint of party service, 
Stallings ought to have it. He has been a 
republican always, in evil and in good re- 
pute, when it was not popular for a white 
man to be a republican and meet with ne- 
groes in their party meetings. 

Smythe is a storekeeper, a member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and a north- 
ern man, but he has never been an active 
republican politician. He comes more in 
the kid-glove, Hly-white department and 
consequently is opposed by those who think 
the prize should go to the man who has 
fought the party’s battles. 

Last night the local organization met and 
wrangled till past midnight. but did not 
indorse anybody. About 3 o'clock in the 
morning a faction claiming to be the ma- 
jority indorsed Stallings and telagrams “to 
this effect were sent to Washington. Coun- 
ter telegrams were sent in ‘the interest of 
Smythe, and this afternoon a Smythe del- 
egation left for Washington. Both Stallings 
and Smythe confidently counted on the ap- 
pointment as soon as Lyons. withdrew his 
name, and {it is a toss-up who will win. 


SHOT 


BY DEPUTY SHERIFF. 


Negro Desperado Resisted Arrest and 
Was Killed by Savannah Officer. 

Savannah, Ga., J«nuary 
William Hunter, a desperate criminal who 
is wanted in several states, was shot and 
killed this morning about 11 o’clock by 
Denuty Sheriff Edward O’Connor, who went 
to arrest him. The deputy met him on Bay 
street, and when he approached to take 
charge of him, the negro stepped back, 
drew a pistol from his pocket and fired 
two shots. 

Deputy O'Connor quietly gur behind a 
telegraph pole and begnn firing himself, 
with the result that one of his shots pene- 
trated the negro’s brain. kiling him in- 
stantly. The coroner held an inquest at 
once, and under the testimony the deputy 
sheriff was fully exonerated of any blame. 
Hunter was wanted by the authorities of 
Nashville, Tenn., to serve a term of fifteen 
years for burglary. He was also wanied 
at Montgomery, Ala., to serve a term of 
forty years in Pratt’s mines. 

Hunter was a native of Nashville, Tenn., 
and was known as a desperate criminal. 
The particular case in which the Savannah 
officers wanted Hunter was for the Ala- 
bama authorities. About four months ago 
Hunter committed a burglary at Birming- 
ham and was arrested by Policeman WiI- 
liam Perdue. The negro shot the officer in 
the back and made his escape. 


THE DEATH RECORD. 


Death of Ex-State Senator Pinson, of 
Coweta County. 

Newnan, Ga, January 2%.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Millard B. Pinson, a prominent mem- 
ber of the Newnan bar, and ex-state sena- 
tor, died at his home last night from pare- 
sis of the brain. He was a member of one 
of ithe oldest and most prominent families 
of Coweta county, the last surviving son 
of William B. Pinson and Martha E. Griffin, 
sister of General Griffin. In 1875 he com- 
pleted a law course at the University of 
Virginia, graduating from that institution 
‘when only twenty-three years of age, 
the youngest member of a class which 
numbered above a hundred. Two years 
elapsed before he was admitted to the bar, 
and began an active practice in his pro- 
fession. He married Miss Lucy Hudson, a 
niece of the Hon. Hugh Buchanan, in the 
fall of 1878. This estimable lady, together 
with two sons and a little daughter, sur- 
vive him. 

During the years 1892 and 1893 Mr. Pin- 
son was a member of the state senate, rep- 
resenting the thirty-sixth district. Since 
then he has lived a quiet life in the enjoy- 
ment of the practice of law. He has been 
for several years proprietor of the Commer- 
cia] hotel. At the time of his death, he was 
forty-five years of age. 

The funeral services were conducted from 
his home at 3 o’clock this evening by Dr. 

_ H. Hall, assisted by Dr. James Stacy. 
The long funeral train formed and wound 
its solemn length to the Oak Hill cemetery, 
were his earthly remains were placed 
away to sleep the last long sleep.

‘ANNUAL MESSAGE 


General Council Rears the Work of the 
Year Reviewed. 


PAPER WAS FULL OF INTEREST 


Police Department and Fire Depart- 
ment Are Complimented. 


REFERENCE I$ MADE TO IMPROVEMENTS 


Street Work and Sanitary Sewers Re- 
ceive the Attention of Macon’s 
Chief Executive. 


Macon, Ga., January 25.—(Special.)—At a 
meeting of the city council tonight Mayor 
Price read h's annual message, in which 
he reviewed the work of his administration 
and the operations of different departments 
of the government. 

It was a splendid showing of progress 
and development, and all was accomplish- 
ed within the allotted appropriations. 

Mayor Price pointed with special pride 
to the construction ofthe system of sani- 
tary sewers, which work he originally 
advocated, and also referred to the com- 
mencement of the paving of Macon’'s 
Streets, which enterprise had long been 
his special hobby. He said the work of 
paving would go steadily on until all of 
the city’s streets are paved. He referred 
to the completion of the new iron bridge 
across Ocmulgee river at the foot of Spring 
street, to the building of which the city 
hed contributed its share with the county. 

Among the improvements contemplated 
for the future by Mayor Price is the con- 
struction of a new city bridge across the 
Ocmulgee river at the foot of Fifth etreet. 

His resume of the financial affairs of the 
city was interesting, and showed that 
Macon's financial condition is excellent 
and that her bonds are strong and high 
above par. 

The health of the city was shown to be 
splendid. 

Accompanying the mayor’s message were 
reports of the operations for the year 1897, 
submitted by the heads of different de- 
partments. The mayor highly compliment- 
ed the various departments of the city 
and especially the police and fire depart- 
ments. 

The annual report of the police depart- 
ment showed the number of arrests made 
during the year was 3,593. This depurtment 
lived within its appropriation of $40,780, 
and has to its credit $479.35. The total 
amount of money collected during the 
year from fines imposed in recorder’s court 
and turned over to the city treasury was 
$4,980.44. The police department consists of 
twenty-two men. 

The report of the fire department showed 
an exceedingly small fire loss, and the 
entire system in splend!d condition. 

Mayor Price said in his message that 
the police and fire departments of Macon 
would compare favorab:y with any city of 
similar size in the United States. 

Won’t Divide the Cost. 


The petition of W. P. Bennett to enjoin 
the city of Macon from requiring him to 
give bond of $1,000 before he can do plumb- 
ing work in Macon came before United 
States court today on a question of con- 
stitutional rights, Bennett had alleged that 
City Plumbing Inspector Daly would not 
give ‘him a certificate to do work because 
of Daly’s malice, and the security compans 
would not stand his bond until he. received 
Daly’s certificates. The city denied all 
this, and said the security company simply 
demanded $10 premium of Bennett, which 
Bennett had not pati. Judge Speer said 
he could not see anything in the case but 
question of the payment by Bennett of 
the premium required, and added that 
perhaps the city might agree to divide 
the costs, amounting to $8 or $10. To this 
City Attorney Wimberiy demurred. He 
said the city:did not feel that it was Hable 
for anything, and he would not agree 
to divde the costs. "The case was ale 
lowed to go over unt! tomorrow, as Ben- 
nett will probably pay the premium and 
costs, 


Board of Health To Work. 


Dr. Worsham went to see Miss Knox 
the young lady who was reported to have 
smallpox this atternoon. and he prod- 
nounced her cage chicken-pox, thus 
differing with other physictans. At 
a meeting of the city coune!{] to- 
night resolutions passed by the board 
of health were read, asking the council 
to make vaccination compulsory, non-com- 
pliers to be punished by the recorder. 
After some discussion the resolution was 
referred to the ordinance committee of 
the city council. as the question was raised 
whether the council had the legal right 
to impose vaccination upon the people. 
Mayor Price has called a special meeting 
of the city council for tomorrow evening 
at 6 o’clock to rece've the report wf the 
ordinance committee and city attorney. 
At the request of the board of health 
Mayor Price appointed Aldermen Morgan, 
Damour and Taylor to confer with a com- 
mittee of three from the board of health, 
Drs. Barron, Jackson and Gewinner, rela- 
tive to securing a house to be used as a 
pesthouse in case of emergency. 


School Children To Be Vaccinated. 

The board of education held a apecial 
meeting tonight and passed a resolution 
that on and after March 1, 1898, no teacher 
or pupil shall be allowed to remain in any 
of the public schoo's of the city and coun- 
ty unless she or he shall exhib!t satisfacto- 
ry evidence of having been successfully yac- 
cinated. 

Such evidence shall be an affidavit of 
guardian or parent or certificate of physi- 
cian.

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TO KILL DISBASE 


Unhappy Montgomery Finds Smallpox 
Is Spreading Alarmingly Again. 


NO MONEY IN CITY TREASURY 


One Pestilence Follows Another with 
Disastrous Consequence. 
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. THE COUNTY DECLINES TO RENDER ANY AID 


‘Yellow Fever Cost the Capital Thous- 
ands of Dollars ani Smallpox Is_— | 
Combated in Poverty. | 


Montgomery, Ala.. January 25.—(Special.) 
Smallpox is becoming again a serious ques- 
tion in Montgomery. Last summer the city 
and county, sharing equally in the expense, 
spent 39,000 in stamping out the disease. It 
returned about the first of November, how- 
ever, and has since assuined larger propor- 
t‘ons than ever, there being at this time, it 
is stated, 100 cases in the pest house, and as 
many in the house of detention. 

Three thousand dollars has been spent in 
the last two months jn the fight ugainst 
the disease, one-third of which expcise 
the county has borne. The county commis- 
sioners new, however, 4ecline to inves? 
any more money in fighting the disease, 
and the entire burden falls upon the city, 
notwithstanding the fact that most of the 
cases are developing just outside the ecor- 
porate limits. 

The burden of fighting this ep'demic, fol- 


lowing so closely upon the yellow fever vis- 
itation, falls heavily on Montgomery's 
treasury. There is very Uttle general 
alarm in the city over the spread of the 
disease, on account of the insignificance of 
the death rate. 

Murder Shrouded in Mystery. 

A special from Monroeville, Ala., says: 
“An unaccountable double murder re- 
ported from the lower end of this county, 
several days ago. 

“An inoffensive negro farmer sent his 
two little sons, aged respectively eleven 
ang thirteen years, to a mill near by with 
a small sack of corn each. They failed 1 
return, and a search was instituted, whic 
after several days, resulted in the finding 
of the dead body of the eldest a few hun- 
dred yards from the road lying on his sack 
of corn. His throat has been cut. The 
sack that had been carried by the litle 
boy was found near by, but his body was 
discovered half a mile away, where he had 
run when his brother_was assaulted. His 
bead had almost been severed from his 
body, showing that the murderer had pur- 
sued and overtaken him. 

“A white man named Walters is suspected 
of the murder. In fact, the authorities 
propose to prove by several! creditable wit- 
nesses that the man confessed to them 
that he had murdered the children, but 
had threatened to murder them if they 
reported the fact. The peace officers are 
searching for Walters.”

The action of the bridge committee | 
of the city council in deciding by 8] 
unanimous vote to accept the proposi- | 
tion of the railroads to contribute $40,- 
000 toward the erection of a viaduct 
over the Mitchell street crossing, opens 
the way to a speedy and satisfactory so- 
lution of one of our most serious local | 
problems. 

For several years 
of providing some convenient means of 
access between the central and western 
portions of the city has been uppermost 
in the mind of the community. On ac- 
count of the many intervening railway 
tracks the western portion of the city 
has been difficult of access to and from 
the main business center of the city, 
and in justice to the large element of 
taxpayers who reside in that nearby but 
comparatively remote section, as well as 
in recognition of the city’s growing 
needs, ii has long been a matter of su- 
that some better 
means of access be provided between 
the two disconnected portions of the 
Had the viaduct, which is now 
proposed, or some other structure equal- 
ly as satisfactory, been erected several 
years ago, the result would already have 
made itself apparent not only in the in- 
creased valuation of property on the 
west side, but also in the general im- 
provement and upbuilding of the city 
at large. 

In view of the length of time which 
the taxpayers interested have been com- 
pelled to wait for this necessary im- 
provemem, it is gratifying to know 
that the end of their long period of sus- 
pense is now in sight, and that before 
another year has elapsed, the western 
portion of the city will be placed in 
the enjoyment of equal advantages with 
other sections. 

No doubt the action of the bridge 
committee will meet with the hearty 
sanction of the city council, after which 
there should be no unmecessary delay 
in pressing the construction of the pro- 
posed viaduct forward to completion. 

The total cost of the structure will 
probably not exceed $80,000, making the 
city’s share of the expense approximate- 
ly one-half. As the need of the via- 
duct is most imperative, and as the 
city is not able to shoulder the en- 
tire cost of its erection, it seems that 
the bridge committee has acted with 
becoming prudence 
proposition of the railroads.

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The Case of Mexico. 


Mr. Bryan has contributed to The 
New York World a very interesting 
account of his visit to Mexico, which he 
undertook both for pleasure and in- 
formation. He goes over the whole 
ground of his tour in his article, but 
that portion which relates to the finan- 
cial and industrial condition of Mexi- 
co is of more timeliness and importance 
than the rest. | 

Mr. Bryan found that the free coin- 
age of silver, in spite of the fluctua- 
tions of exchange, as marked by the 
rise and fall of the premium on gold, 
is entirely satisfactory to the people of 
Mexico. They have had ample oppor- 
tunity to test the system and to com- 
pare its results with those of the gold 
standard in Europe and the United 
States, and they are altogether satis- 


fied with the situation so far as they 


are concerned, This satisfaction extends | 


to the government officials, who show no 


disposition to favor the gold standard. | 


The government pays about six mil- 
lions gold interest annually on its ob- 
ligations held abroad. In order to ac- 
complish this, it must collect over twelve 


millions in silver each year. But the in- | 
dustries of the nation are so prosperous [ 


that no difficulty whatever is experi- 
enced in collecting the amount. On ihe 
contrary, the Mexican treasury has a 
comfortable surplus. There has been no 
fall of prices in Mexico such as has 
brought wreck and ruin to the best in- 
terests of the gold standard countries. 
A fall of prices in these countries is reg- 
istered in Mexico as an increase in the 
premium on gold, and has no effect 
whatever on Mexican money or Mexican 
prices. This fact is of itself sufficient 
to show that a fall of prices in the gold 
Standard countries is simply the sign of 
an increase in the value of gold. 

The premium on. gold somewhat in- 
juriously affects the import trade, but 
not more injuriously than a protective 
tariff affects the foreign trade of the 
United States. On the other hand, it 
affords a high per cent of natural pro- 
tection to domestic industries, and pro- 
motes and stimulates the export trade. 
Mr. Bryan found a number of Mexicans 
who expressed the hope that the United 
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| States might continue to maintain the, 
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reap the tages to be 
high rate of exchange; but the majority 
of the people seem to be in favor of 
the restoration of bimetallism so that 
stability in exchange may be added to 
Stability in prices. 

Mr. Bryan found on every side 
abundant signs of greater prosperity than 
Mexico has ever known before. All 
kinds of industries are increasing in 
number and importance. Immense 
cotton mills, paying dividends of 16 per 
cent on the capital stock, have been ¢s- 
tablished. One of the mills is owned 
by an American, who told Mr. Bryan 
that he had been enlarging his plant 
and found the business very profitable. 
New cotton mills are constantly going 
up. 

Tages are higher in Mexico than ever 
BD ve ogonine are still rising. The condi- 
tion of the laboring classes can be im- 
proved; but they are in a better condi- 
tion now than they were in 1873, when 
the Mexican dollar was worth more 
than our gold dollar. Mr. Bryan goes 
somewhat into the wage question, show- 
ing that there are differences in wages 
in the same employment in different 
sections. There are different conditions, 
different energies and different climates, 


live on almost ag little money as the 
mill workers in New England. 

This latter statement is ours and not 
Mr. Bryan’s. In the issue of The World 
in which his article appears, there_is a 
candid report of the condition of affairs 
in New Bedford, Mass. Omitting the 
examples of starvation, we mention the 
case of a woman who has been support- 
ing herself and two others by working 
in the mills. The recent reduction 
would give her $5.50 a week. Out of 
that must come the weekly rent of $1.25. 
This leaves the three persons 25 cents a 
day with which to feed and clothe them- 
selves! 

Can the Mexican peons beat that rec- 
ord? Is there any such condition in 
Mexico? No, brethren, you'll have to 
go to India to match it. And it is only 
one case out of thousands in this coun- 
try today. Think of that, advocates of 
the gold standard. when next year you 
begin to compare the condition of Amer- 
ican wage-earners with those of Mexi- 
co! That is the condition to which the 
gold standard is bringing the great mass 
of wage-earners in this country. 


Let the Government Act. 

While the recent disclosure of three 
easés of yellow fever near Edwards, 
Miss., will not cause excitement, on ac- 
count of the lateness of the season, it 
nevertheless furnishes a splendid op- 
portunity for the government to under- 
take the work of suppression of any pos- 
sible spread of the disease. 

In view of the experience which the 
south has had of late in dealing with 
local quarantine measures it is high time 
that the federal government should take 
some action in the matter. What the 
trade interests of this section have suf- 
fered during the past few months on ac- 
count of unnecessary, conflicting and ar- 
bitrary quarantine measures can hardly 
be estimated in dollars and cents, Suf- 

ce it to say that the south does not 
wish to pass through such embarrassing 
straits again. It may offend the pecu- 
liar notions of some people for the gov- 
ernment to take charge of quarantine 
matters; but in the interest of uniform 
regulations and the more effective sup- 
pression of epidemics, it ig absolutely im- 
perative that nafional quarantine meas- 
ures should be adopted. Local quarantine 


boards are good enough as far ag they * 


go, but within themselves they are not 
sufficient to meet the demands of the 
situation in the event of a widespread 
epidemic; and without serving to pro- 
tect life effectually, they only breed 
demoralization and disaster in trade cir- 
cles. 


in the enforcement of uniform quaran- 
tine maesures; but the importance of 
vesting the control of epidemics under a 
general head with the power of the gov- 
ernment behind it, cannot be too strong- 
ly emphasized. 

Before this country is visited again 
by yellow fever or any other scourge 
let us be prepared to meet it with na- 
tional quarantine regulations. 


Our Trade Interests in China. 

While Great Britain’s timely action in 
preventing the voracious European pow- 
ers from gobbling up the Chinese em- 
pire springs primarily from motives of 
self-interest, there can be no opposition 
raised on this side of the Atlantic over 
the successful manner in which the de- 
signs of the European powers have been 
foiled. In fact, the action of Great 
Britain plays directly into the hands of 
the United States. 

On account our trade relations 
with the Chinese empire we are equally 
as much interested in preserving its 
integrity as Great Britain is herself; 
but since we have recently had occasion 
to emphasize the Monroe doctrine in 
rather strong accents, it would be 
somewhat embarrassing for us to be- 
come involved in oriental complications. 
In other words, it would not be easy 
for us to reconcile our interference in 
Chinese affairs with our refusal to per- 
mit foreign powers to interfere in Amer- 
ican affairs. But happily, this serious 
predicament is not foreed upon us, In 
stepping in at the critical moment and 
preventing the proposed _ spoliation of 
China, Great Britain has not only sub- 
served her own interests but settled 
matters to the complete satisfaction of 
the United States. So without necessa- 
rily justifying Great Britain’s greed in 
hastening to the rescue of China, we 
can, nevertheless, congratulate ourselves 
over the happy manner in which our 
own interests have been protected with- 
out the least exertion on our part. 

To show the extent of our interest in 
the preservation of the Chinese empire 
from spoliation at the hands of Buro- 
pean powers, , it is only necessary to 
note briefly the extent of our trade rela- 
tions with the empire at the present 
time. Since 1892 our imports from 
China of tea, crockery and other ar- 
ticles of commerce, have averaged some- 
thing like $21,000,000 yearly in valua- 
tion; while our exports to China dur- 
ing this same period of time have av- 
eraged something like $11,000,000 in val- 
uation. In this connection it should 
be observed that our exports in recent 
years have increased much more rapid- 
ly than our imports, and that every- 
thing seems to point to closer trade re- 
lations with the’ orient. To lose the 
opportunities for cultivating China’s 
trade, which ig just now beginning to 
come our way, would be serious indeed; 
and Americans are constrained, there- 
fore, to applaud the timely action of 
Great Britain in preventing the pro-

Many a 
dollar goes out of the state for dairy 
products and poultry, just as millions 
are sent to the west for grain, flour, 
hay and meat, and millions more to 
other states for commercial fertilizers. 
‘his occurs in a state which will yield 
from forty to eighty bushels of corn to 


the acre, make as fine wheat as grows | 


anywhere, with a soil which produces 
grasses on which cattle can graze nine 
months in the year. Georgia could 
make all the food products which her 
population consumes, and have a sur- 
plug to sell, but the one crop plan to 
which we have been so long wedded 
militates against diversified and exten- 
sive farming. 

Vice President J. M. Egan, of the 
Central, knowing the value of the dairy 
interests to a state and to a railway 
line, is trying to encourage the farmers 
on that system to milk more cows. The 
early milk train, which he has put on 
between Jonesboro and Atlanta, has at- 
tracted the attention of the farmers, and 
some of them are increasing their herds 
and improving their strains of cattle. He 
has enabled them to put their milk in 
market early in the morning, and the 
rate has been made low so that the 
dairymen can make a profit. A dairy 
farm means more corn and hay raised at 
home, and less acid phosphate bought 
from the factories. Dairy products are 
a money crop all the year round; and 
while a farmer is making his cotton he 
can have some cash coming in every 
month. The sooner Georgia farmers 
get to diversifying their business and 
producing what our own population re- 
quires, the sooner they will be indepen- 
dent of 5-cent cotton, and the better 
off we will all be.

Meat that cost less than 1 cent a pound 
to raise is the result of the following facts 
from The Gainesville Eagle: 

“Some very fine hogs have been killed 
this season, and mention has been made of 
their size. It seems with the improved 
breeds, which grow to weigh four or five 
hundred pounds in one year, that it is use- 
less for people to buy pork from the west. 
However, the cheapest meat we have yet 
heard of was raised by C. C. Bell and R. 
R. Eberhardt. Mr. Bell killed six hogs 


meat. He affirms that these hogs did not 
eat as much as one bushel of corn up to 
within four weeks of the day they were 
killed, They ran on a bermuda grass 
pasture. During the summer he sowed a 
patch of peas for them, to be turned on 
when the crop had matured. The 1,76 
pounds of meat which now hangs in his 
smokehouse cost him not exceeding 1 cent 
per pound. R. R. Eberhard: killed two that 
weighed 2% pounds each. These two hogs 
were raised on acorns and grass. He did 
not feed them at all until ten days before 
killing, when he began to give them corn. 
They cost him less than 1 cent pcr pound.

A man who wag shot twice in the breast 
and who received wounds which were sup- 
posed to have been fatal, has suddenly 
and mysteriously disappeared and the po- 
lice have been unable to locate him after 
a Vigilant search for four or five days. 

There was published in The Constitution 
last Friday an account of the shooting of 
Tom Crosby by another negro named Rob- 
ert Hurst. The latter was arrested and has 
been held at the police barracks ever since, 
while the police have searched in all parts 
of the city for the man who was shot and 
who is thought to be dead. 

Patrolman Ozburn was the officer who 
arrested Hurst. The fight occurred on Pe- 
ters street near the railroad crossing about 
1 o’clock Thursday afternoon. Hurst fired 
three t.mes at Crosby. Two of the shots 
took effect, the balls striking Crosby in 
the breast, inflicting wounds which were 
believed to be fatal 

Patrolman Ozburn took charge of Hurst 
and when he returned to look for Crosby 
the wounded man could not be found. It 
was thought then, and is stifl believed by 
the officers, that Hurst's friends spirited] 
Crosby away and have kept him hd ever 
since. 

Hurst was tried in the police court yes- 
terday afternoon and the recorder’ said 
from the evidence he believed Hurst justi- 
fiable in what he did and the case was 
dismissed. 

Patrolman Ozburn did not care so much 
about the dism'‘ssal of the case against 
Hurst as he did about the disappearance 
of Crosby, a man who, according to the 
statements of all who saw him, was shot 
to death. Crosby was, of course, the main 
witness against Hurst and it was hardly 
possible to convict Hurst without Crosby’s 
t@stimony. 

Several police officers had _ interested 
themselves in the case and numerous ef- 
forts had been made to locate Crosby, but 
he cannot be found.

Cooper, one of the oldest merchants and 
most highly respected citizens of LaGranse. 

Christmas eve of 189% a negro went into 
Sir.

Dunson 
fell to the ground and soon died. 

Cooper made his escape by jumping ona 
horse tied to a public rack. Just out of the 
city he abandoned the horse and entered 
a swamp. At nightfall he made his way 
back into the city and entered the house 
of a friend, where he staid until about 12 
o’clocksand gave himself up to a city of- 
ficer and went with him to jail. 

He was indicted last May charged with 
the offense of murder, and tried and found 
guilty of voluntary manslauefiter and was 
sentenced to twelve years in the peniten- 
tiary.

STOCK GROWERS IN _ SESSION. 


National Association Was Called To 
Order Yesterday in Denver. 


Denver, Col., January 25.—The first ses- 
sion of the National Stock Growers’ As- 
sociation was called to order today by 
George L. Goulding, cha'rman of the gen- 
eral committee on arrangements. There 
were present about 1,000 delegates, repre- 
senting twenty-one states and territories 
of the west, northwest and southwest. 

The chairman said that the years of de- 
pression to which the cattle industry had 
been subjected caused a loss in that one 
branch of hundreds of millions, but there 
now appeared a_ brighter prospect for 
stock growing in its various branches, and 
this convention was called to consider tne 


new conditions. 

Governor Alvah Adams welcomed the 
delegates in the name of the state. His 
‘speech was very optimistic for the stock 
growing industry. He urged the cattle 
men and the sheep men to get together 
and adjust their differences. 

John W. Springer, of Texas, was elect- 
ed temporary chairman. He said the dele- 
gates represented a thousand mill.on dol- 
lars of capital He said old cowboy days 
had passed away, and the stock growing 
industry had entered upon a new era. 

At the afternoon session J. R. Van- 
Boskirk, of Alliance, Neb., read a paper 
ealling attention to the benefits to be de- 
rived from state and county organization 
of stock interests and stock growers with 
reference to the stock industry as carried 
on west of the Missouri river in a semi- 
agricultural community. He pointed out 
the necessities of such an organization and 
what had been done in that direction. He 
said: 

“Alone, of all the great modern business 
activities, the stock men are unorganized. 
In all other industries except that of the 
agriculturist and stock grower there is 
combination and compact organization. In- 
deed, it would seem that success in this 
age of intense competition and clashing 
of different interests comes only from as- 
sociation of those having common inter- 
ests, followed by co-operation, organ Za- 
tion, leadership and attention to detail. 
The most pressing need for a strong asso- 
ciation at this time, however, is to bring 
pressure on law-making bodies and trans- 
portation companies. There is a necessity 
for some new laws and changes in existing 
laws. With proper leadership and thorough 
organization, stock growing interests can 
be as well protected from extortion and 
unfair and unjust treatment as can any 
Other interest.’’

The meeting of the Atlanta Woman's 
Club Monday afternoon was distinguish- 
ed by the presence of two interesting gen- 
tlemen speakers. Previous to the pro- 
grem- me of ertertainment y resented by the 
civics section, Dr. Stirling, who has kindly 
consented to give the club women desiring 
it a cOurse of lectures in ‘‘First Aids to the 
Injured,” spoke to the ladies on that sub- 
ject. He was irtroduced in a graceful 
manner by Mrs. Hamilton Douglass, who 
explained the benefits to be derived from 
the ccurse of lectures necessary to be- 
come a recognized member of St. John’s 
Association of First Aids to the Injured. 
Fhe argued that a knowledge of the sub- 
ject treated of in the lectures was not only 
Mecessary for mothers, but for teachers, 
and all those in any way associated with 
young children. 

Dr. Stirling spoke in an interesting vein 
of the origin of the association, the good 
it has always done, and its present prospcer- 
ous operation. He has given the course of 
lectures to be given here in England, and 
the patrons of the lectures at the Atlan- 
ta Woman’s Club have not only practical] 
Study before them, but a rare treat in Dr. 
Stirling’s lectures. The first course con- 
sists of six lectures, entitled “First Aids of 
the Injured; the second course of “Nurs- 
ing,’’ and the third of ‘“‘Hygiene.’’ At the 
conclusion of these courses written and 
practical examinations are given by a 
physician other than the lecturer, and the 
ladies successfully passing them are given 
certificates or ‘“‘sheep skins.’’ When the 
three courses are successfully passed, the 
lady receives a medal and is a recognized 
practitioner in ‘‘First Aids to the Injured.” 
Dr. Stirling delivers the lectures free of 
charge, but the fee of $1 is required of 
each student, that being the amount re- 
quired for membership, and going toward 
the general fund of the association, 
Among the Atlanta club members, Mrs. 
William Gabbett is the only woman who 
has a diploma for the study of ‘First Aids 
to the Injured.’ Sne received it in London 
after a course of studies in that subject, 
“Nursing’’ and ‘“‘Hygiene.’’ She was induced 
to do so by her’ intimate friend, Mrs. 
Russell, .wife of the distinguished barrister 
and member of parliament, William Rus- 
sell. The most distinguished women of 
Great Britain, she states, are members of 
St. John’s Aid Association, the names of 
the queen and princess of Wales heading 
the list of membership of this generation. 
The organization dates from the time of 
the crusades, and has proved itself both in 
times of peace and war one invaluable to 
civilization. Its history 
operation are deeply interesting.

Fire and Water, a paper devoted to mu- 
nicipal matters, publishes an excellent half 
tone of Chief W. R. Joyner and has this 
to say of his management of the depart- 
ment and of his annual report: 

“Chief Joyner in his annual report of the 
fire department of Atlanta, Ga., reeords 
401 alarms answered. Of the fires to which 
the department was called there were but

in the case of 241 fires. The property at 
risk at the various tires Was $2,910,655, on 
which was an insurance of $1,873,517. Tne 
losses which actually ensued amounted to 
$95,217 only—a perceniage of but 3 1-5. This 
record bears testimony, if any were requir- 
ed, to the efficiency of the fire departmen 
of Atlanta—an effic' ency due to the splendid 
organizing and administrative powers of 
Chief Joyner, to whose efforts it is due 
that his tire department is famous not only 
all over the south, but also all over the 
continent of America.

IN MEMORIAM, 


Dr. W. W. Bowes di ied at hist residenve 
in Nashville, Tenn., January 10, 1898. 

Dr. Bowes was a Canadian by jbirth, but 
while yet a young man came to the United 
States to be educated for the melical pro- 
fession. He entered the University of 
Michigan, from which he graduated March 
30, 1870, after which he entered upon the 
practice of his profession in that sta‘e.

Miss Eliza Bowes, also deceased: Mrs. Mc- 
Guffin, of Milwaukee; Miss Sarah Bowes, 
of Victoria, B. C., whose temperance and 
eligious work is known throughout Can- 
ada, and Mrs. W. C. Wilmot, of Ontario. 

Doubtless the influence brought to bear 
upon his young mind by these deeply pious 
and cultured sisters had much to do with 
the formation of his exemplary character 
as well as his religious convictions.
